President Rodrigo Roa Duterte issued Proclamation No. 922, s. 2020 declaring a State of 
Public Health Emergency throughout the Philippines. 

Also, the Department of Health raised the Alert Level 4, Code Red (SubLevel 2) concerning 
the outbreak of Coronavirus Disease (Covid-19) in the country and also confirmed the first 
case of Coronavirus Disease in Region XI. 

The following are the updated guidelines for the City of Mati: 

1. In relation to No. 16 of City Government of Mati Guidelines No. 2 For 
Coronavirus Disease (COVID-19), "MANDATORY CLOSURE OF ALL PRIVATE 
ESTABLISHMENT AND PUBLIC PLACES from 10 o'clock in the evening until 4 
o'clock in the morning of the following day", the following are hereby 

EXEMPTED FROM THE MANDATORY CLOSURE: 


a. 24-Hour Stores serving Food, like (7-11, Davao Central Convenience 
Store, McDonald, Julie's, etc.) 

b. Pharmacies 

c. Hospitals and Clinics 

d. Hotels 

e. "Lapagan" in Tagawisan provided they comply with strict health 
screening. 


The public is enjoined to strictly adhere to the guidelines instituted by the 
City Government of Mati.
